Students and Canada's Future 

Keith Spicer. former head of the CR TC. and now head of the Citizen's 
Forum on Canada's Future, talks a bout how students can have an input 
into the future, vent frustrations, a nd be heard. 



The times they are a changin'. 
But this time it's not the young telling the 
old how change is coming, change is 
darkly coming by itself. Canada is 
threatened by social and political disorder 
for which no one wants to take 
responsibility, arid there are no day-saving 
heroes or heroines waiting in the wings. 

There is a serious chance this 
country may break up along regional and 
linguistic fault lines, to the surprise and 
dismay of most of the 26 million 
spectators. 

Now is the time for students and 
all young people -- who have the most to 
lose and win — to step onto the stage and 
take some responsibility for their future. 
It's time for students to take the lead 
again, because the older generations may 
have so fouled things up that the country 
needs an entirely new way of thinking 
about itself. 

The Citizen's Forum on Canada's 
Future has been set up to help Canadians 
discover this new way of thinking — and, 
perhaps in doing so, discover themselves, 
the Forum is an independent, non-partisan 
group of a dozen Canadians with a wide 
range of backgrounds and beliefs, which 
has been asked by the government to 
report by July 1, 1991, on Canadians' 
ideas for their country's future. 

Think of the Forum as a chance 
to break an intellectual and emotional 
logjam -- as making it possible for 



Canadians to talk to each other again, and 
particularly to listen to each other again. 

The Forum wants to make it 
easier for aJJ Canadians to help reshape 
their country — and it will especially seek 
out Canadians who aren't used to speaking 
up, or speaking out. And it is meant to 
be an exercise in grassroots democracy: 
its emphasis is on listening . 

In addition to the well-known and 
vital issue of Quebec, we want to hear 
about the fundamental but delicate 
questions politicians often shunt aside. 
These could include the rights of women, 
children, the handicapped, and minorities 
of all kinds; regionalism, evolving 
multiculturalism; aboriginal rights; a 
greying society; violence; sagging 
research; and education and training ill- 
Fitted to the twenty-first century. 

The Forum especially wants 
students' ideas on how to respect the 
dignity of, and to bring together, groups 
across Canada feeling left out: westerners, 
northerners, elhnocultural Canadians, 
Atlantic Canadians and, of course, 
Quebecers. 

It's not as-easy as it used to be to 
dabble in politics or join crusades for 
noble causes. Bob Dylan's celebrated 
political generation spent more money 
than you do, and typically worked less 
hard at school, because there was more 
money then and more jobs were available. 

When students want to change 



things today, tney must often make 
personal sacrifices. But your. help is 
crucial in getting Canadians to understand 
each other better, because ignorance, 
distrust and sometimes outright 
selfishness are killing (he country. 

Don't think individuals can't 
make a difference: I was an overworked, 
underfunded, even pre-D. hn student when 
I co-founded what quickly became CUSO. 
And I worked as a student on the railway 
while successfully bugging the president 
of the University of Toronto to set up a 
course grandly called "Canadian 
civilization" for foreign students. 

I know what students can 
accomplish -- their ideals and drive - and, 
yes, even their "innocence" -- are powerful 
antidotes for the tired cynicism which 
clogs the brain's cells of every 
establishment 

If I have hope for Canada, and I 
have a lot, it's mainly because I believe in 
the clear-headed idealism, energy and 
creativity of its young people. Nobody in 
Canada can make i bigger iliffcrence than 
you if you get out and speak up for your 
own future. 

You can and must make 
yourselves heard. You can do this by 
discussing Canada with friends, lovers, 
professors or anybody with ears - then 
calling the Forum's "Idea Line": 1-800-

five to 20 people to run through one of 
our two-to-thrce-hour Group Discussion 
Kits. These can help you define a new 
future in a free but focused way that will 
seriously count in our Final Report. 

Or, you can send us letters, 
essays, even theses if you think these will 
nelp. You might ask professors to spend 

a class discussing the country. Invite the 
Forum to come to your campus. 

To really make things happen, 
some of you could even form student 
organizing committees for Canada's Future 

- as several campuses have. These could 
rally large numbers of students into 
discussion groups, make available our 
kits, and ensure that we get reporting 
forms from every student you could reach - 

- either in a group or as an individual. To 
help us help you, we've hired student 
liaison officers who've temporarily left 
their studies to work with you. 

We'll need a number of students 
over the next few months to participate in 
regional and national TV discussions. 
We'll be able to use student volunteers on 
every campus to help promote and run 
discussions. 

Many campuses have an 
education commissioner, or student who 
brings in speakers to address a topical 
political issue. She or he might like to 
bring in someone currently in national 
affairs, or with original ideas about the 
country, and then hold a discussion 
afterwards. Then send us the results. 

We will listen. Don't think 
you're dealing with a government 
bureaucracy. Nearly all of us are from 
outside the government,, and we're 
ferociously separate from it. We've got 
less than six more months to fulfill our 
mandate of listening to, and reporting, 
vour views. 

Whatever you say will appear in 
some form on July 1 in our Final Report. 
The Forum's members arc not bureaucrats 
or technocrat: — they're something like 
commandos for dialogue, racing the clock 
to stir Canadians into talking to and about 
each other. And into listening to each 
other. 

If you were frustrated last June by 
seeing eleven politicians try to shape 
Canada's future behind closed doors, then 
now is your chance to do it your way — 
personally, publicly, powerfully. Stand 
up, speak out, and bear witness to the 
future you want. 

You can, of course, stay quiet 
now. If you do, then later you will have 
to endure without complaint the country 
others will have defined and decided for 
you. Canada is vour country: Act for it 
today or pay for it tomorrow. 
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Via Rail, National Symbol 
and a Key to Prosperity 



Canada is facing a unique set of 
problems. It is the second largest nation 
state in the world limited by the harsh 
climate in its northern parts, and a small 
diversified population spread over 
geographically isolated regions. 
Economically, Canada differs from third 
world countries because of the immense 
quantities of natural resources exported to 
supportjhe funding of literacy and the 
high standard of living. However, it 
would be untrue to say that there is no 
advanced technology in this country. 
There is a small technologically advanced 
part of the Canadian economy that 
specialized in telecommunications and it 
has the comparative advantage over any 
other country. The Bell telephone in 
Canadian homes is hooked into a system 
that is technologically superior. 
Undoubtedly, this is caused by the need of 
this small nation to communicate over a 
large territory. 

One would assume that the same 
attitude is applied to the shortening of 
travel times over the vast territories. Yet 
such is not the case. Despite the 
historical need for transportation, the 
recent Canadian Governments have 
neglected the need for the efficient railway 



system. Actually, the current 
Conservative national government decided 
to reduce its spending through cutting 
back railway service. Such an atrocity is 
unthinkable in European states whicn arc 
decisively smaller in comparison to 
Canada. Yet such a cutback did take place 
in the last federal budget. 

Many Canadians do not realize 
that the loss of rail service is not just a 
minor problem or a purely symbolic 
temporary setback. It must be realized 
that the Fathers of Confederation could not 
bring these colonies together unless the 
rail system was constructed. Without this 
system, a Nova Scotian business can trade 
more effectively with New England than 
with Quebec. Otherwise, British 
Columbia is better off dealing with 
California than with Florida. 

Another, necessary factor in the 
necessity of the rail system is its strong 

base value in the economic infrastructure. 
Along with providing trade roots for 
business, it also brings people together 
providing for social, monetary and 
ideological exchange. It brings the nation 
together! It strengthens the understanding 
of maritime fishermen with the 




St. Laurence Sea Way businessman, with 
Prairie Farmers and with B.C. lumber- 
jacks. It helps them to understand the 
benefits of coexistence and the essence of 
each others unique problems. 

To give this issue a clearer 
concept in the global terms, one must 
notice the decades of research and the 
billions of funds spent on improving the 
rail systems by the Japanese, Germans and 
the French. All three realized decades ago 
that it is much easier to improve and 
advance the already existing system, than 
invent a new one. They also clearly 
understand that airways, like waterways, 
are limited to how much they can 
economically transport over and through 
continents. 

The most successful out of these 
nations is France, with its T.G.V. high 
speed train. This summer it has set a 
record speed of 513.3 km/h. Despite the 
comparatively smaller size of its territory, 
and the highly centralized organization of 
France, the benefit was understood by the 
French government. 

Despite the fact that the same 
service would aid Canada more than 
France, the Canadian government has not 
taken a similar approach in aiding the 
people it represents. Just imagine a ten 
hour drive from Windsor to Quebec would 
only take approximately two and a half 
hours with a lower cost and less hassles 
than a flight

CF Units in 

Persian Gulf 
Receive 
Commendation 



OTTAWA -- The Department of 
National Defence announced today the 
award of Canadian Forces Unit 
Commendations to those CF units which 
initially deployed to the Persian Gulf. 

The Chief of the Defence Staff, 
General John de Chastelain, approved the 
awards for HMCS protecteur, HMCS 
Athabaskan, HMCS Terra Nova, 409 
Tactical Fighter Squadrom and "M" 
Company, 3rd Battalion, The Royal 
Canadian Regiment 

"Each unit was cited for their 
determination and professionalism in 
conducting their activities under harsh 
climatic conditions in an unfamiliar 
region", said General de Chastelain. "Our 
units have achieved unqualified success in 
their operations to date and have earned the 
respect of their peers in other allied forces 
in the region." 

The Canadian Forces Unit 
Commendation was awarded on three 
occasions in 1990: to HMCS Provider, 
for its role in the rescue of 90 boat people 
on the South China Sea in June; to the 
CF aerial demonstration team, the 
Snowbirds, on the occasion of their 25th 
anniversary; and to Se Brigade mecanisee 
du Canada, for their support during the 
Oka Crisis in the summer.

LU Mourns the 

Passing of Father 

Gilles Gerand, S.J, 



Father Gilles Gerand, S J., died of a heart 
attack in Cameroun, Africa, on the 
morning of January 3. 1991, at age 65. 

He joined the Jesuit Religious 
Order in 1945 and was ordained to the 
priesthood in 1959. He studied in 
Montreal, Toronto, Brussels and Rome, 
where, in 1971, he received his Ph.D. in 
theology from the Gregorian University. 

For more than 20 years. Father 
Garand was active in the Sudbury area, 
especially in the field of education. He 
taught at the College du Sacrd-Coeur for 3 
years and then moved on to become a 
professor in Laurentian University's 
Department of Religious Studies. Among 
other services rendered to the University 
community, he chaired the Joint 
Department of Religious Studies, acted as 
Speaker of the Laurentian Senate and was 
pastor of the University of Sudbury 
parish. Father Garand was also involved 
in cultural and spiritual activities in the 
Sudbury community as he took part in the 
foundation of the Thdatre du Nouvel- 
Ontario and was, for many years, 
moderator of the Catholic Charismatic 
Movement in the Diocese of Sault Sainte- 
Marie. 

In 1987, after working 20 years 
at the University of Sudbury, Father 
Garand undertook missionary work in 
Africa. Following a two-year posting in 
Tambacounda, Senagal, he was stationed 
in Bafoussam, Cameroun, where he 
assisted in training young Jesuits. He died 
suddenly on January 3. and was buried in 
Bafoussam. 
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The Bio-Mechanics of 
Efficient Running 



Majority of people learn to run at 
an early age without realizing that it is a 
coordination sport. Consequently, they 
fail to capitalize on the benefits of 
efficiency. Coordination is improved and 
mastered through drills emphasizing 
correct form for a given distance. These 
drills lead to bio-mechanical effectiveness. 
Running utilizes a range of movements 
which include the foot plant, knee lift, 
body angle, arm motion and head 
alignment. 

The foot should land low on the 
ball followed by the drop of the heel. 
Then the push must be exerted from the 
ball of the foot emphasizing the forward 
placement of the toes to continue the 
forward momentum. Following the push 
from the ball of the foot and the back kick 
is the knee rise. Those with smaller quads 
generally develop a higher knee lift than 
those with heavier quads. The height of 
knee lifting corresponds inversely to the 
distance to be run: the longer the race, the 
lower the knee lift. 

The length of the distance also 
determines the body angle. The position 
of the upper body should be slightly 
forward; a leaning or straight back 
position will reduce speed. About a ten 
degree lean combined with forward arm 
motion is generally beneficial in 
comfortable runs (40-60% of one's 
maximum speed), providing the arm 
motion is freely and naturally originating 
at the shoulder. The elbow should be bent 
at a 90 degree angle in a relaxed run. 
However, in fast running, the arm must be 
raised higher to increase the power of each 
stride. 

In contrast, while running hills, 
it is economical to lower arms below the 
90 degree angle during most of the hill. 



This form of bio-mechanical "down 
gearing" reduces speed to conserve energy. 
Just before reaching the top, a sudden raise 
of the arm motion results in a burst of 
speed. This is the only technique based 
tactic in the competition arsenal of 
runners. The same arm drive, combined 
with a higher knee lift, is used to break 
away from the pack method in middle 

distances. It creates a sudden burst of 
speed used as an element of surprise by all 
middle distance athletes. 

Finally, the head should be in 
line with the rest of the body since it is a 
point of perception. Since the head is 
always followed by the body, a slight turn 
into the left curving of the track 
(providing the race is run in a counter 
clock-wise direction) emphasizes a lean 
into a curve leading to greater acceleration. 

The general improvement of. 
running bio-mechanical is learned and 
improved through a combination of sprint 
drills, fast hill running and general form 
running. However, to correct a slanting 
foot plant, rope jump is recommended, 
while the inverted stationary bike riding 
improves knee action. For improper arm 

motion, sprint drills with light dumbbells 
aid in correcting this deficiency. 

The resulting appearance of an 
efficient runner ranges widely depending 
on the personal physique, although one 
cannot help to compare a sprinter 
exploding out of blocks to a cheetah 
accelerating to catch its prey. Middle and 
long distance runners tend to appear like 
gazelles evading danger. In either case, 
great body awareness must be developed. 
The realization of how twitches of 
individual muscle groups harmonize in 
efficient motion is essential to harnessing 
the benefits of countless hours of training.

STUDENT DECLARATION 
AGAINST RACISM: 



Although examples of overt racism occur 
frequently on campus, institutional racism 
takes on a more subtle and elusive form. 
Often one must read between the lines to see 
discrimination embedded in the institution. 
Have you ever seen cases like the following: 



A Wall to Destroy 



I recognize that: 

* Racism is a historical and 
contemporary reality; 

* Our educational institutions are 
an integral part of the power structures 
that serve to reinforce systemic racism in 
our society; 

* The overwhelming majority of 
post-secondary curricula in Canada are 
Eurocentric and do not validate or 
recognize the experiences of marginalized 
people; 



* Linda, a political science student, 
is interested in taking courses on the 
Middle East. But the department's 
curriculum is Eurocentric. 

York University's political 
science department offers 86 
courses for fall 1990-91, none of 
which deal specifically with the 
Middle East. There are 21 courses 
focusing on Canada, but only one 
on Latin America, one on Africa 
and two on the Caribbean. As far 
as universities go, York's 
department is considered one of 
the more progressive. 

* Denise, a Caribbean Canadian, 
applies for Ontario student aid. She is 
refused because her "parents are not tax- 
paying Canadians." 

A British Columbia study 
found that 25 per cent of white 
respondents felt Indo-Canadians 
were not acceptable in 'our' 
community whether they were 
immigrants or born in Canada. 

* Jennifer, a Chinese Canadian 
enrolls in a course on Canadian history. 
She is shocked to find there is little 
mention of Chinese participation in 
building the Canadian National Railroad. 



Between 1858 and 1880, 
thousands of Chinese were 
brought to Canada to build the 
National Railway. They were 
paid starvation wages and made to 
perform the most dangerous tasks. 
When the railway was completed 
Chines had to pay a $500 "head 
tax" to immigrate. They were 
prohibited by law from coming to 
Canada between 1923 and 1947. 

A Saskatoon study found 
that 26 per cent of white people 
were opposed to further Chinese 
immigration to Canada. 

* Karim, a foreign student from 

Pakistan works at the college pub. Some 
of his co-workers tell jokes that ridicule 
his background. He is hurt, but laughs at 
these jokes, because he does not want to 
be ostracized and cannot afford to lose his 
job. 

A survey of Georgian 
College students showed almost 
half (46 per cent) felt Canada was 
going too far by letting in "all 
sorts of immigrants." Over one 
third (36 per cent) felt immigrants 
caused "racial problems." 



My education did not mean 
anything to me. It kept me 
ignorant of the beautiful 
words written by men and 
women of colour. It bid 
from me the acts of heroic 
resistance performed by 
men and women of colour. 
And it turned down with 
disdain any effort on my 
part to articulate my 
discomfort with the 
education that had no room 
for any non-white per- 
spectives. It was made 
clear to me on no uncertain 
terms that if I wanted a 
degree, I must learn to 
speak, write and think like 
a white person.

Laurentian takes a firm stand 
against sexual harassment. The 
University cannot and will not, and the 
students and employees should not, 
condone behaviour on campus that is 
unacceptable and likely to undermine work 
relationships or academic performance. 
The Sexual Harassment Education and 
Complaints Committee has been 
established to handle both formal and 
informal complaints. 

What is Sexual 
Harassment? 

Sexual harassment does not refer 
to relationships between responsible and 
consenting adults. It is not a relationship 
of mutual consent. It is not a hug 
between friends. It is not mutual flirtation 
or normally accepted office banter. Sexual 
harassment by definition is coercive and 
both males and females can be victims of 
it. 



Sexual harassment is ar.v 
unwanted advance of a sexual nature, 
which may have an underlying element of 
threat or coercion. 

Sexual harassment occurs when: 

acceptance or rejection of sexual 
advances affects your grades or your 
academic status or is used as the basis for 
any decision on your academic status; 

acceptance or rejection of sexual 
advances affects your work performance, or 
is used as a basis for any decision 
regarding employment; 

unwelcome sexual advances 
contribute to, or create, a negative 
psychological and emotional environment 
for work, study and academic performance. 

Sexual harassment takes many 
forms. It may occur between employer- 
employee, between professor-student, or 
between studcni-iiudcni. Although it is 
usually men who sexually harass women, 

women have harassed men and sometimes 
same-sex harassment occurs. 



What Can You Do About It? 



Don't think that if you ignore it, 
the sexual harassment will stop. 

It is important not to isolate 
yourself; talk to people you trust and who 
will support you. 

Talk to the person. Say "NO". 
Some people do not know that their 
actions arc unwanted and are taken as 
harassment. Describe the behaviour 
clearly, and state firmly that it is offensive 
and unacceptable. 

Write a letter to the harasser 
outlinig the incident(s) and your reactions. 
State that you want the harassment to 



stop. Keep a copy in case you need to 
take action in the future. 

Maintain a record of what has 
happened: note the facts (dates, times, 
witnesses, etc.). 

Try to find out if the harasser has 
had other victims. See if they will 
support a decision to take action. 

You don't have to Ao this alone. 
Seek advice and assistance from members 
of the Sexual Harassment Education and 
Complaint Committee and/or the Status 
of Women Committee. Committee 
members' names may be obtained from:
